Ocean Travel 
Heavy Next Year 


Reservations now being placed 
with Cunard offices across Can- 
ada for berths to Europe next 
year indicate that passenger 
traffic on the historic St. Law- 
rence river route will be ex- 
tremely brisk during the 1958 
summer season, the Cunard Line 
said today. 

From April 16 to Nov. 28 next 
season four 22,000-ton Cunard 
vessels — the Saxonia, Iver- 
nia, Carinthia and the new Syl- 
vania — will make 43 eastbound 
sailings out of Montreal. 

The Carinthia and the Syl- 
vania will run between Mon- 
treal and Liverpool via Gree- 
nock, Scotland, while the Saxo- 
nia and Ivernia will sail re- 
gularly to Southampton via Le 
Havre. On her April 24 sailing 
from Montreal the Ivernia will 
sail to London (Tilbury) via Le 
Havre and the Saxonia will have 
the same ports of call when she 
leaves Montreal May 8. 

On several westbound sailings 
next season Cunard steamers 
will eall at Cobh, Ireland, to 
embark passengers for Canada. 

Calls at Quebee on eastbound 
sailings of the Ivernia and Sax- 
onia, introduced this year for the 
convenience of passengers wish- 
ing to visit the historic city be- 
fore embarking for Europe, have 
proved popular with travellers 
and the practice will be continu- 
ed during the 1958 summer sea-

Christina of Sweden was the 
most talked of woman in her 
day. Her eccentric behaviour 
@nd appearance was discussed 
all over Europe... 

At birth, her body was cover- 
ed with hair and her crying was 
@o gruff that the servants rushed 
to inform the king that his long- 
@d-for heir had arrived. 

When the mistake was dis- 
e@overed, nobody dared tell him, 
wntil at last hig sister, the Prin- 
eess Catherine, plucked up 
@ourage. From that moment 

g Gustavus Adolphus treated 
Christina as if she were a boy. 

Her mother, Queen Marie 
Eleonora, hated the ugly baby 
@n sight, and such strange acci- 
dents happened to the child that 
guspicion was aroused. After a 
balcony fell on.the cradle, nearly 
eausing Christina’s death, the 
king took over her upbringing. 
She was educated exclusively 
by men and studied for over 
22 hours aday. Later she became 
a blue-stocking and her wide 
range of knowledge was legend- 
ary. When the king was killed 
fn battle, the little Princess cried 
for three whole days and almost 


' guined her already weak eyes. 


At the age of 17, in 1632, she 
took the oath as King of Sweden. 
Brilliant and erratic, Christina's 
energy exhausted the members 
ef her court. She never needed 
more than four hours’ sleep, and 
@ll her spare time was spent in 
riding, hunting, doing physical 
exercises and dancing until] the 
@mall hours. 

It was regarded as a pennance 


*¢to dine with her, for she drank 


enly water and ate so sparingly 
that after a few minutes at table 
ghe would rise and her hungry 
quests had to do likewise. 

When the handsome young 
French Count Gabriel de la 
Gardie visited the Swedish court, 
he swept the young Christina off 
her feet with his polished charm. 
Hitherto, she had met only elder~ 
ly men, statesmen and scholars, 
gnd she fell head over heels in 
love. 

The first rumors started. It 
was said that he became her 
lever, even that she had two 
ehildren by him. But the proud’ 
monarch would never admit her 
love openly and her reply to 
the rumors was to find him a 
wife and send him back to Paris. 

Gradually Christina began to 
assume the masculine pose and 
atyle of dress for which she be- 
eame famous. Her wardrobe con- 
gisted mostly of riding clothes 
eut severely in a man’s style. 
She boasted that it took her only 
15 minutes to wash, dress and 
do her hair. A startling admis- 
gion in so foppish an age. 

Her ministers urged her to 
marry and provide Sweden with 
an heir. She hated the idea of 
sharing a throne and finally ap- 
palled statesmen by announcing 
that marriage was repugnant to 
her and she intended to remain 
@ingle all her life. Her words 
eaused great consternation and 
made her unpopular. At last, 
yather than marry, she agreed to 
renounce her throne in favor of 
@ cousin. 

The last act of her reign was 
to free all the dangerous 
eriminals from prison. After the 
Christina had her 
Jong hair cut off like a man's. 
“Cut it~ short,” she ordered. 
“Should I Who have given up a 
fhrone mourn the loss of my 
hair?” ‘ 

Dressed as a man and calling 
herself Count Dohna, she left 
@weden and started on a series 
@f travels and adventures which 
gurrounded her name with scan- 
da). Even her first visit abroad 
@aused talk. She had become 


a Roman: Catholic and decided 
to call on the Pope. 

Mounted on horseback, she 
rode into Rome dressed as an 
Amazon. On her second visit, 
she paid her ‘respects to His 
Holiness with’ dirty face, un- 
kempt hair and a scarf pinned 
over a man's coat. 


She had a sttange collection) 
‘of followers, and when displeased’ 


thought nothing of flogging her 
gervants with a whip. Christina's 
“circus” caused trouble wherever 
they went and many European 
courts were thankful to see her 
go. 
She spent money lavishly but 
had to curb her extravagance 
when the Swedish government 
stopped her allowance. Once 
again she went to Rome and 
settled there. The long-suffering 
Pope made her an allowance 
and, surrounded by cardinals, 
she made a sort of court for 
herself. 

In middle-age, Christina fell 
violently in love with Cardinal 
Azzolino; to avoid scandal, they 
declared their love to be platonic, 
Their love letters were written 
in code; but all Europe knew 
the truth. 

The Cardinal was certainly 
loyal to his strange mistress, and 
when she died in poverty was the 
only one left to mourn her.

People Who Hold 


Two Jobs Or More 


A few weeks ago the driver 
of a suburban bus apologized 
for yawning during an end-of- 
the-line discussion of New 
York’s muggy July weather. 

“I'm bushed,” he said. “I've 
been working almost 12 hours.” 


I suppose I looked surprised. 
He hurried to explain that the 
bus line never worked him that 
long. " I hold down two job,” 
he told me. “I'm buying a 
house.” 

Usually the two jobs do not 
stretch out that long. Most of 
the driver's extra work is on 
off days or arranged so there is 
rest time between them. But 
once every two weeks there is 
a 12-hour stint, with only coffee 
and travel time between the two 
jobs 

The bus driver is typical of 
the surprisingly..large number 
of American working men and 
women who hold two or more 
jobs in order to enjoy a better 
standard of living. 


According to a recent report 
ublished by the United States 
epartment of Commerce, some 
3,700,000 persons (roughly 5% 
per cent of the total employed) 
were multiple-job holders in 
mid-1956. The figure was dayble 
what it had. been six years be- 


fore, when 1,800,000 (or 3 per . 


cent) hald two or more jobs. 


Holding a second job, usually 
at night after a regular shift, is 
called “moonlighting” in labor 
relations circles. Those who 
have two jobs during the week 
.. also work weekends are 

nown as “sundodgers’—for the 
obvious reason. 


Both moonlighters and sun- 
dogers are on the fmerease de- 
épite the fact that most unions 


multiple jobs. They have dif- 
ferent reasons.

This young Harvard man, who 
has a master’s degree in busi- 
administration, explained 
to his part-time employer, “I 
borrowed $3,000 for my educa- 
tion, and I am paying it back 
with weekend work, I make 
$100 a month working Satur- 
days and Sundays.” 


Many young lawyers follow 
this same policy, writes Ed 
Townsend in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

But, for the most part, those 
who hold two or more jobs do 
it to keep up a standard of liv- 
ing they couldn't otherwise af- 
ford. According to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, multiple 
jobs were found more frequent- 
ly among married men. About 
7% per cent of all employed 
married men had more than one 
job, compared with 5% per cent 
of the single men. According to 
the survey, the rate was consid- 
erably lower for women gen- 
erally and especially for house- 
wives. 

The Commerce Department 
report said that men between 
25 and 54 had a higher multiple- 
job rate than other groups. 


About a million workers held 
both farm and’ nonfarm jobs, 
reflecting a grewing trend for

Canadian consumers prefer lean 
rather than fat bacon. In retail 
stores in Montreal, Edmonton 
and Toronto they have shown 
they will pay a premium for 
it of several cents per pound, 
if they can be sure of getting 
consistent quality. This is the 
major conclusion from a survey 
recently completed by the Mar- 
keting Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. 

The survey was Ulidertoken as 
the result of complaints froiw 
individuals and supported by the 
Canadian Association of Con- 
sumers, that Canadian side bacon 
was fatter than consumers de- 
aired. i. ‘ 


First test of consumer prefer- 
ences was made when slices of 
side bacon of varying degrees 
of lean to fat were placed be- 
fore visitors to a Department of 
Agriculture exhibit at the Royal 
Winter Fair, Toronto and the 
Salon de l’Agriculture, Montreal, 
Each visitor was invited to rate 
the samples as “good”, “fair”, or 
“poor” and as “acceptable” or 
“not acceptable”. 

About 8,000 opinions were oh- 
tained from these tests. The per- 
centage of fat and lean in the 
sample slices was measured and 
from the preferences expressed 
it was concluded that bacon with 
less than 20 per cent of lean is 
zenerally not acceptable. About 
30 per cent of lean is required 
for bacon to be classed as “good” 
by one-third of the consumers 
or “acceptable” by more than 
two-thirds. Bacon in which the 
lean appeared in s{@ips through- 
out the slice also was preferred 
to concentration of the lean in 
one portion of the slice.

From these preferences it was 
concluded that a standard top 
quality of sliced side bacon 
should have a niinimum of 30 per 


cent lean area and be drawn’ 
from the central portion of a 
slab of bacon. The-. question 


remained—-wouid consumers buy 
such a grade of bacon consisten!- 
ly at a sufficient price premium 
to justify its introduction on the 
retail market?

Jeremiah 36:4-8,22-26,32

A good secretary is of great 
value. Baruch was such a sece 
retary to the prophet, Jeremiah. 
He didn’t have a _ typewriter, 
His book. was a roll made of 
prepared skins of animals, 
stitched together, and probably 
attached to rollers of wood. He 
took down Jeremiah’s prophecy

- no cover is placed on a hori- 
‘zontal silo the top layer be-

While such 
covers as wetted sawdust, chop- 
ped straw or felt paper can be 
used they are not as effective 
as the plastic. Sheet plastic Is 
available in two to six mils 
thicknesses (a mil. being a 
thousandth of an inch) and in 
widths up to seven and ten feet.

In practice the plastic strips 
are placed on the top of a hori- 
zontal silo after it has been 
filled and well packed. Adjoin- 
ing sheets are carefully lapped 
at least six inches and the plastie 
overhangs the sides so as to 
drain off the silo and not down 
the sidewall. After the plastic 
has been laid a thin layer fo 
Wet sawdust serves to hold it 
in place. 


* e * 


Whether plastic sheet can be 
used for more than one year 
depends on local weather con- 
ditions and on the thickness of 
the material. In cold areas the 
plastic freezes to the silage and 
usually cannot be recovered. It 
is then more economical to use 
thin plastic 2 mils in thickness 
applying new material each year. 


In locations where the top of the- 


silo does not freeze it may be 
more economical to use plastic 
sheet four to six mils thick and 
re-use it for several years. Since 
rats and mice have been known 
to eat plastic it should be stored 
in a safe place. 


In addition to the use of plastie 
sheet for covering silos it may 
be used as a liner on hroizontal 
silo walls which are not air- 
tight. It has also been used suc- 
cessfully on the inside of a snow 
fence silo.

Of the King himself Ba~ 
ruch wrote the Word of the 
Lord from Jeremiah: “He shall 
have none to sit upon the throne 
of David: and his dead body 
shall be cast out in the day to 
the heat, and in the night to the 
frost.” ~ 


Baruch was probably a mem- 
ber of the nobility, for he was 
a brother of the chief chamber- 
lain of King Zedekiah who ac- 
companied the king on a mis- 
sion to Babylon. Compare Jer. 
32:12 and 51:59. 

After the capture of Jeru- 
on and the murder of Geda- 
iah, the people said to Jere- 
miah, “Baruch the son of Neriah 
setteth thee on against us.” They 
believe that the secretary in- 
fluenced the prophet. Good sec- 
retaries do influence their em- 
ployers — for the better. 

Whatever is your task it is 
worth doing well.

Radio Is On 
The Upswing 


Who listens to r adio any 
more? The answér at the mo- 
mem, according to the country- 


wide business-analysis firm. of 
Sindlinuger & Co., is 6 million 
more people than have been 


watching TV¥. 

Is this a summertime freak or 
a growing trend? There is no 
great meeting of minds in the 
industry on that answer, but 


here is what has been happen- 
ing: 
Since 1948, when radio was 


supposed to. have started dying 
while its kid brother, TV, was 
growing, the number of radio 
stations increased 64 per cent 
(present number: 3,744). 

At the end of June, 70 million 
people were listening to radio 
and the same number were 
watching TV. By July 20, radio 
had picked up 2 million fans 
and TV had dropped 4 million. 

Fourteen per cent more net- 
work radio time was sold in the 
first quarter o fthis year than 
the same quarter of 1956. 

The most significant develop- 
ment in radio, many people in 
the industry believe, is the 
growth of the independent sta- 
tions. They give the local listen- 
ers a rich diet, of listening mat- 
ter related to his local: interests, 
which the chains cannot do. 
Local news is reported on the 
air almost as fast as it happens. 

Important, too, is the fact that 
local people in large numbers 
go on the air free, rather than 
as paid performers. A local sta- 
tion can thrive without spend- 
ing very much money. The net- 
works have their high-priced disk 


jockeys, but the local stations 
are saturated with low-priced 
jockeys. 


‘Television itself has contribut- 
ed to the rise in the radio busi- 
ness, local or network, trade ex- 
perts believe. Joel Culligan, head 
of NBC radio, points out that 
advertisers who spend large 
sums on TV, supplement this ad- 
vertising with the inexpensive 
and much more numerous “spots” 


the more they deal in TV, the 
more they supplement on radio, 
CBS’s head of radio programm- 
ing Howard Barnes, makes the 


same point: “A single shot on °}. 


TV needs to be backed by 
widespread coverage on radio.” 


But Barnes and Culligan dis- _ 


agree on\the significance of ra- 
dio’s current recovery. Culligan 
feels radio’s popularity will con- 
tinue. in the fall. “A summer 
fluke,” Barnes calls it. “To say 
radio listeners will outnumber 
TV watchers would be foolish.” 

Robert Eastman, president of 
ABC radiofi attributes the med- 
ium’s present upswing in part to 
“showmanship,” and adds: “I’m 
in favour of stunts.” He plans, 
in addition, to help the present 
trend along with plenty of live 
music. “Soaps and variety are 
out,” he says. “What the house- 
wife wants is to hear music while 
she's working. Radio is the only 


medium that can\ offer it.” He |

Amazing Boom In Archery 


Seldom since Henry V won 
the.day at Agincourt had 
there been a scene like the one 
near Watkins Glen, N.Y., re- 
cently. Over rolling hills and 
rutted fields, thousands of ar- 
rows sliced the summery air as 
the pick of. America’s bowmen 
stood their ground in the Na- 
tional. Field Archery tourna- 
ment, the largest gathering of 
archers in the history of the 
sport. 


The Mass shooting was done 
at a distance of 12 te 80 vards. 
First, there was a field round, 
shooting at black and white tar- 
gets of concentric circles (four 
arrows per target), over all 
kinds of terrain. Then they shot 
a hunter’s round (four arrows), 
also from hill and dell, except 
that the black target ‘face with 
a white aiming spot was far 
more deceptive. Finally, they shot 
a broadhead, their object a life- 
size animal target at a distance 
up to 60 yards away. 


Msot of the arrows rang true, 
on to the difficult targets. But 
the bowman whose every shot 
was followed to its target was 
a 42-year-old mountain. man 
from Brevard, N.C., named O.K. 
Smathers, 


Archery has had such a tre- 
mendous spurt in popularity 
lately that the air is literally 
filed with arrows at many 
parks and glades across the 
country. In Sacramento, Calif, 
last month, the 76-year-old Na- 
tional Archery Association held 
its 73rd annual competition and 
this month, the oldest archery 
group in the U.S., the United 
Bowmen of Philadelphia, found- 
ed in 1828, will stage their shoot. 
Elsewhere groups are banding 
together for weekend competi- 
tions, some going for target 
archery and others, the more 
varied field archery. 


Field archery is the type of 
shooting done for thousands of 
years in war and hunting; tar- 
get archery, with its tradition- 
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al ringed target, is a more for- 
malized version often known as 
“back yard” archery. About 300 
years ago, when archery became 
a hobby, rather than a means of 
survival, target shooting was 
the game for gentlemen. Around 
1935, a small group in Califor- 
nia wanted to take archery back 
to its original form, shooting at 
a variety of targets at varying 
distances in natural surround- 
ings. As a result, many archers 
became hunters. In some. places, 
the bow-and-arrow hunting sea- 
son opens two weeks before the 
gun-lfunting. season, with deer 
the prime target: 


At Watkins Glen, Smathers ic 
not the only member of his 
family participating. His 14- 
year-old son Kenny who took 
the North Carolina  target- 
archery men’s state champion- 
ship while his father was away, 
is competing, and .his 17-year- 
old daughter Lynne, who has 
held the women’s state target 
championship for the past three 
years, is also entering. Smath- 
ers, who holds the national tar- 
get record of 29 bull-eyes out of 
30, at a distance of 40 yards, is 
taking part in his first national 
field championship. 


Along with most experts, 
Smathers urges caution with 
young bowmen: “There is no 
such thing as a toy bow.” Chil- 
dren’s arrows with suction cups 
are particularly dangerous. 
While fortunately there has 
never been a fatality in organ- 
ized archery, more than one 
bowman has experienced the 
truth of Tom Masson’s parody 
of Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low's famous lines: 


I shot an arrow into the air, 


It fell to earth, I knew not 
where: 

Until next day, with rage 
profound, 

The man it fell on came 
around.

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About Sparrows 


Some peuple maintain that they 


,ean do without sparrows. Take 


‘em or leavé ‘em. Preferably the 
latter. Or, better still, be left by 
them. Be left quite alone. And 
quiet. 

To these people ‘the dawn 
chorus of the sparrows is strictly 


for the birds. They don’t want to 


hear it. They don't even want to 
hear about it. They've had it. 

One has to admit that the 
noise that a hedgeful of sparrows 
makes at break of day is not that 
of a chorus or choir, in either the 
Greek or Welsh senses, but of a 
football crowd ~— a football 
edi composed entirely o* small 

Ors, 

And this is not because the 
sparrow cannot sing. Sparrows, 
when they want to, can sing very 
well. I mean not only song spar- 
rows but chirping sparrows too; 
hedge sparrows, house sparrows, 
town sparrows, the lot. Clar- 
enct Kipps, the most uncom- 
mon London sparrow, who en- 
tertained in air-raid shelters dur- 
ing the blitz, could sing splendid- 
ly and was fond of piano music 
as-an Sccompaniment. If the com- 
mon sparrow does not sing it is 
because, as a rule, it is, frankly 
«.. Well... common. 

To be common is not a handi- 
can This is the century of the 
congmon bird. And personally I 
fi sparrows, common or not, 


“Most sympathetic. Although not 


as wise as owls, for instance, 
sparrows are a good deal cleverer, 

The owl got his reputation for 
wisdom by continually asking 
questions. (“Huh?") Anyone or 
anything, bird included, that does 
this often, let alone continuously, 
is likely to find himself up a tree, 
sunk im perplexity. And you 
know what owls are like, Spar- 


rows, on the other hand, don’t 
bother with the questions. They 


get along simply by knowing the 
answers. 

Every bird at the breakfast 
table tends, for a sparrow, to be 
a bigger bird. Yet this does not 
deter the sparrow. He is right-in 
there, pinching. He will pinch 
anything from under the nose or 
beak of anything on two legs. 

The sparrow knows what the 
bigger birds don’t know. He is 
aware of Aesop's Law. Which 
is that you cannot, if you are a 
bird, both have your bread and 
eat it —- when the beak opens 
the bird-cake will fall out. 

It does not bother a sparrow 
it all the bread and bird-cake has 
been taken already by bigger and 
earlier birds. All the sparrow 
does is to find a bigger bird with

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a sizeable slice in its beak and 
follow it. For the sparrow, 
Summing the situation up in a 
wink, realizes that as soon as the 
bigger bird opens. its beak to 
peck the bread it will inevitably 
drop it on the ground. In the 
confusion — for the bigger bird, 
when it sees the bread on the 
ground, is confused and does not 
at first get it)— the sparrow 
steps, in underneath the open 
beak and does get it. A 

The ‘odd thing is that although} 
‘one often sees sparrows do’ this 
one rarely, if ever, sees the big- 
ger bird follow a sparrow and 
do the same thing back. Yet, 
obviously, Aesop's Law applies 
equally to sparrows. Sparrows 
have to put bread down before 
they can peck too. It may be 
that the trick only works one 
way because sparrows are built 
$0 very close to the ground (when 
not flying). But it often looks to 
me as if the bigger bird is too 
busy bothering about why life is 
so unfair to get busy ‘and do 
something about it. 


“A Lambeth sparrow, working 
in the airy riverside cafeteria, 
under Waterloo Bridge; by the 
Festival Hall, came the other day 
and sat on my plate and waited 
for me to unwrap a sandwich, I 
knew what it was waiting for. So 
I held grimly on to my sandwich 
even as I unwrapped it, over- 
coming the temptation to put 
it down even for a moment on 
the plate. Instead I offered the 
Sparrow some crumbs. It laoked 
me straight in the eye (the right 
eye), raised its beak in .the air 
180 degrees and flew off. That 
sparrow knew I knew. It aimed 
to get the whole sandwich. 

A Lambeth sparrow is more 
sparrowlike than any other kind. 
Lambeth, of course, where the 
Walk is, is a famous Cockney 
borough. And the sparrow is 
frequently described metaphori- 
cally as a Cockney, just as the 
Cockney is often likened to a 
sparrow. The terms have got 
pretty well interchangeable. 

‘The ney is traditionally 
small and wiry — althowgh in 
fact a short tour of London now 
will convince you that we are 
in-for some enormous Cockneys 
in the future — and he is cheeky, 
chirpy, and cheerful. Also he will 
sell you anything that will go 
on a barrow, including, if you 
insist, London Bridge. But the 
most accurate and lasting quali- 
ties attributed to the Cockney 
is love of family and a lively hu- 
mor. And in these ways’ the 
Cockney certainly is sparrow- 
like, and vice versa. 

Sparrows fly about in family 
groups. They chase each other, 
grumble at each other, complain 
to each other, peck each other, 
share each other’s food, sing te 
each other, protect each other, 
and together pull all the other 
birds’ legs.

Well, the other day I looked 
out of the dining-room window 
and there was J. B. standing on 
the very edge of the lawn look- 
ing up at the window in his cus- 
tomary manner. Beside him, in 
a dead straight line, “dressed” 
like a line of guardsmen on par- 
ade, were five young sparrows, 
They were all looking up at the 
dining-room window too. J. B. 
moved. The sparrows, as one 
bird, all moved. J. B: hopped. The 
sparrows hopped. They must 
have been mimicking him. I 
don’t think he thought it was 
funny, but I must confess I did. 

It is my hope that one day 
they will mimic the blackbird’s 
song. Then everything in the 
garden will indeed be lovely.—

LONDON — (NEA) — “The 
greatest show on earth, bar 
none—” 

This is one American’s ec- 
static verdict after watching 
Queen Elizabeth II, a tiny spot 
ef scarlet in a forest of bearskin- 
hatted guardsmen, at a recent 
Trooping of the Color ceremony 
in her honor. 

The description, if corny, is 
not a bad one. Viewed simply as 
a spectacle, the British mon- 
archy cannot be beaten. For 
pomp and ceremony, for the 
sheer splendor of its medieval 

geantry, it is without rival in 
urope today. 

It is one of the world’s most 
eostly extravaganzas. The ques- 
tion arises, can Britain afford it 
—cinch -in-your-belt Britain, 
which not long ago asked to 

tpone payment on the 1945 
.S. loan? Is royalty too expen- 

sive for the British taxpayer? 
Certainly, the British mon- 
archy has enjoyed the longest 
run of any show on record. Not 
counting the brief interlude of 
Oliver Cromwell, it has been 
playing non-stop for 1,100 years.

In comparison, the British law 
courts are only 800 years old, 
while Parliament is a mere 
stripling of 700 years, 


It has for its leading lady one 
@f the most attractive personali- 
ties in public life today, Eliza- 
beth IJ, who can trace her 
ancestry back to the Saxon king, 
Egbert, in the year 829, 

Her billing on the theatre 
marquee (if one could find a 
Marquee large enough to take it) 
would read: “Elizabeth II, by the 
Grace of God of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and of her 
ether Realms and Territories 
Queen, Head of the Common- 
Wealth, Defender of the Faith.” 

All of this sounds very pretty, 
but what “other realms and ter- 
ritories”? The truth is that Eliza- 
is Queen of a Vanishing 
Empire. 

In the past 10 years Britain 
has given independence to 507 
million peoples, or nearly one- 
quarter of the human race— 
while during this period world 
@ommunism has enslaved an- 
@ther quarter of mankind. 

Since World War II, India, 

Stan, Burma, Ceylon, Sudan, 
th Rhodesia, Ghana (formerly 
fhe Gold Coast) .and now the 
Federation of Malaya—all have 
ed the independence parade. 
Side by side with the older 
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“I must have an identification 
card here somewhere.”

dominions of Canada, Australia, 

New Zealand and South Africa, 

these new sovereign states now 

take their place as members of 
the British Commonwealth of 

Nations. 

Being free to come and go in 
the Commonwealth as they like, 
how much longer will they re- 
cognize the British Crown? 

A constitutional monarchy, it 
is called; yet Britain has no writ- 
ten constitution in the American 
sense of the word—only an ill- 
defined assortment of laws, cus- 
toms and conventions, some of 
which date back to the Jutes, 
the Celts and the Picts. 

No one appears to know for 
certain which of these laws are 
usable, and which obsolete. 

Take the Queen, for example. 
In law, Elizabeth II is head of 
the State, the “fountain of jus- 
tice,” commander-in-chief of all 
the armed forces, and head of 
the established Church of Eng- 
land. : 

In theory, without consulting 
Parliament, the Queen can upset 
all civil government, disgrace the 
nation by a bad war or peace, or 
leave it defenseless by scrapping 
its armed forces. But in practice 
she acts only on the advice of 
her ministers, which she cannot 
constitutionally ignore. 

“The Queen reigns, but she 
does not rule,” is the magic for- 
mula which expresses. her 
powers, and none but the British 
could have devised such an in- 
genious one. 

If Elizabeth does not rule, if 
she can do nothing without min-

isterial consent, is*she a mere 
figurehead? 


The world was given a sharp 
reminder that the monarchy still 
has teeth when Elizabeth was 
called upon to name a successor 
to Sir Anthony Eden, who re- 
signed as prime minister last 
January. 

Ordinarily the naming of a 

rime minister is automatic. But 

en’s sudden resignation left 
his party leaderless and the 
Queen with the momentous 
choice between Harold Macmil- 
lan and Richard Austen Butler, 


The Queen has certain other 
real powers which are hers alone. 
Only she can summon, termin- 
ate or dissolve Parliament. Only 
she can grant pardons or confer 
peerages and honors. And no bill 
passed by Parliament can be- 
come law until it receives the 
Royal Assent. 

What would happen if the 
Queen refused the Royal Assent, 
no one knows, for this question 
has never arisen in the past 250 
years, the last time the Royal 
Veto was used being in 1707. 

Elizabeth also presides over 
the Privy Council, which has ap- 
proved 117 proclamations in the 
first half of 1957, including the 
constitution of the new State of 
Ghana. 

She can grant royal charters 
to corporations, coin money, 
claim any treasure trove found 
inher domain. Infants and in- 
sane persons are her wards. 
Also, only she can print or lic- 
ense others to print the Bible. 

A lot of nonsense is written 
about British royalty. Some writ- 
ers go all mystical in describing 
her symbolic role, There is, how- 
ever, a sense in which Elizabeth 
is a symbol! of national unity, in 
whom people of different creeds, 
races and origins find inspiration 
and strength. 

Thus, when she broadcasts to 
the nation and to the Common- 
wealth at Christmas, she is list- 
ened to as a universal mother, 
the one living link of common 
kinship and heritage.

To stuff tomatoes, scoop out 
eenters of whole, ripe tomatoes 
leaving a shell about ¥%-inch 
thick. Chop pulp and drain off 
juice; mix pulp with an equal 
amount of soft bread crumbs. 
Add 2 tablespoons minced onion 
cooked in 1 tablespoon butter 
until lightly browned. Season 
with salt and pepper. Stuff to- 
matoes and place in greased bak- 
ing dish; add just enough hot 
water to cover bottom of dish, 
Bake at 375° F. until tender — 
about 25-30 minutes. 

If you prefer cold vegetables, 
try placing potato or macaroni 
salad in a mound in the center 
of a chop dish and surrounding 
it with colorful, chilled, cooked 
vegetables. Green beans on one 
side, tiny cooked beets on an- 
other side, sliced cucumbers on 
another side and sliced tomatoes 
topped with white onion rings 
on another make an attractive 
cold platter to go with meat.

Potato salad is a popular ac- 
companiment for cold meats for 
hot weather meals. There are so 
many variations of this dish that 
almost everyone has her own 
special recipe. A good plan to 
follow is to get a good basic 
recipe thaat your family likes and 
then vary it once in a while by 
adding some new ingredients, 
Here is a basic recipe. 

POTATO SALAD 

3 cups cooked, cubed potatoes

Jellyfish On Top 
in Annual War 


The annual war between jelly- 
fish and bathers, which usually 
comes toa painful climax around 
Labor Day, gives every indica- 
tion of ending up in a resounding 
victory for the jellyfish this year. 
With unprecedented frequency, 
the undulating creatures have 
been shooting their stingers into 
the unwary swimmers from 
Maine to Florida, By last week, 
they had already routed thous- 
ands of persons from some of 
Maine’s famous coves, from the 
large shallow bays of Long Is- 
land and Ne wJersey, and from 
the usually placid inlets of Chesa- 
peake Bay. 4 

So severe was the jellyfish, or 
sea nettle, situation in the Chesa- 
peake that Sen. John Marshall 
Butler of Maryland was stung 
into strong rhetoric (“The sea 
nettle must go”) and resolute ac- 
tion (a bill for crash research on 
how to disrupt the jellyfish’s life 

cle). 

The jellyfish scourge, the worst 
in years for scores of Atlantic 
Coast towns, may well be a direct 
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RED JETS ARE COMING—The U.S. government has approved 


consequence of the East’s linger- 
ing drought. One theory has it 
that slack rivers and low rain- 
fall keep inland waters saltier 
than usual, a condition that seems 
to appeal to jellyfish. 

Though jellyfish are the most 
primitive form of multicelled 
animal life, just one level above 
sponges, they are equipped with 
ingenious weaponry. Spotted 
around their umbrella and on 
their tentacles are thousands of 
tiny sacs each holding coiled, 
threadlike _ stingers. When a 
thorny trigger is tripped, the 
coil thread explodes outward 
and impales its prey, injecting 
& paralyzing poison which stuns 
the victim so the jellyfish can 
feed at leisure. 

Lethal to most small fish, the 
ating of the sea nettle will rarely 
cause more than temporary 
agony to the bather. The large, 
almost orange jellyfish (Cyanea) 
that visit the northern coast pro- 
duce a fierce burn. The sting of 
the bluish, transparent Aurelia 
cluttering New England and 
Long Island waters is milder. The 
red or white sea nettles (Dacty- 
lometra) of the Mid-Atlantic 
states are more vicious, some- 
time clutching a panicky swim- 
mer and jabbing him repeatedly. 
A well-placed sting (say, on the 
spine) can put its victim in the 
hospital. The great killer jelly- 
fish sails the Caribbean. This is 
the Portuguese man-of-war 
(Physalia), a remarkable float- 
ing colony of polyps as fearful 
as anything in the world’s oceans. 

The Gilbert Islanders in the 
Pacific find boiled jellyfish a 
great delicacy (it tastes like 
tripe), but their economic pros- 
pects elsewhere are generally 
nil. They clog fishermen's nets; 
they eat ‘into the revenue of re- 
sort operators. But L. Eugene 
Cronin, director of the Chesa- 
peake Biological Laboratory, 
Solomons, Md., which is explor- 
ing jellyfish control, raised this 
caution: “If we ever find a way 
to eradicate them, we may not 
want to apply it. Jellyfish eat 
a lot of microscopic organisms 
that may consume oyster larvae 
by the billions.” 


The experts have little to re- 
commend to the bather. The 
Maryland biologists suggest 
soothing one’s stings with a bi- 
carbonate of soda solution. Down 
East, Leslie Scattergood, Fish 
and Wildlife man at Boothbay 
Harbor, Maine, made what was 

rhaps the soundest observa- 

on of all: “Anyone who goes 
swimming in water this cold 
deserves to get stung.” — From 
Newsweek.

Asiatic Flu—How 
It Makes You Feel 


What is it like to get Asian 
flu? 
The ocean liner Arosa Sky 
docked in New York, eight days 
out of Rotterdam, with one- 
third of its 667 foreign students 
(coming to attend U.S. high 
schols for a year) still down 
with the new “bug” or just get- 
ting over it. Their attacks had 
been mild, they reported, and 
death seemed far away — then. 

The virus had aparently been 
carried from Turkey; 46 Turk- 
ish students had been joined in 
Vienna by 26 Austrians for the 
voyage to the U. S. The Turkish 
students. were already ill. At 
Rotterdam, the’ ship’s doctor re- 
fused to let them sail.

If, Britain's tiny, blonde, blue- 
eyed Queen, is the highest-paid 
female business executive in the 

world. 

Her personal allowances, $1,- 
.300,000 a year, tax free, is 
fabulous by American standards. 
In comparison,: President Eisen- 
hower gets only $100,000 a year, 
although his expenses are pro- 
vided for by Congress. 

Another half million dollars is 
earmarked for members of the 
royal family, including $196,000 
for the Queen Mother and $121,- 
000 for Prince Philip, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. (At the other end 
of the scale, Princess Margaret 
ts a paltry $16,800 a year to 
ve on.) 

Is royalty worth it? Are Brit- 

taxpayers getting their 
money’s worth? Is the Queen 
earning her keep? 

In the gracious 31-year-old 
Queen who will be their guest 
in October, Americans will find 
the hardest-wrceking career wo- 
man since Elizabeth I. In fact, 
her 1957 social calendar would 
have floored her illustrious az- 
eestor, the Good Queen Bess. 

Take the State visits alone. In 
1957 Elizabeth will have paid 
State visits to three of the most 
important counries in Western 
Europe, as well as to the two 
eapitals of North America. 

Portugal in February, France 
in April, Denmark in May, and 
now, the United States and Can- 
ada in October — the Queen’s 
travels have left her little time 
to devote to her family. 

State visits are more than so- 
elal calls. Their nature is part- 
ly political, the Queen’s job this 
year being to knit up some of 
the alliances that came unravel- 
eld at the time of Suez, a job 
which would make most diplo- 
mats quail. 

And in this respect, each State 
visit must be as carefully pre- 
ope as a new stage production.

Long Range 
Forecasts 

Anybody who has thought 


about it at all must have won- 
dered why amateurs, with no 
meteorological training, ,y,gan 
blithely give a forecast for a 
coming winter or summer with- 
out batting an eye. In contrast, 
the professionally trained fore- 
caster never attempts more than 
a day or two specifically, and be- 
yond that only generalities. The 
reason, of course, is that the 
amateur weather forecaster is, 
consciously or otherwise, a fake. 
You just can't forecast a season 
in specific detail in advance! 

In the face of all this the 
professional forecasters have 
maintained a dignified but tor- 
rid silence. Now, through the 
president of their organization 
of 6,500 members, they have is- 
official statement of 
what any trained forecaster, not 
a tribal medicine man, can do 
in’ the way of tabbing the up- 
coming weather.

forecasts, they say 


“My mother had theumatoid 
arthritis until she died,” said 
Dr. Arthur W, Bagnall of Van- 
couver B.C.,; explaining why he 
specialized in this crippling di- 
sease.-“My father was a doctor 
and was always on the lookout 
for something that would cure 
or help her. I joined in the 
search.” Last week in New York 
the 45-year-old Canadian, now 
one of the world’s top experts 
on arthritis, reported that the 
search has led to a remarkably 
effective weapon to combat 
rheumatoid erthritis which is 
gradually crippling 4.5 million 
Americans. At the same time, he 
offered new hope that the cause 
of the disease may finally be 
discovered. 

The new weapon is an old 
drug, ¢hloroquine used widely 


-since 1944 against malaria. It is 


“closer to the ideal for a long- 
term, safe control of rheumatoid 
arthritis than any other agent 


ee ee ee ee ee 
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can be prepared in some detail 
for two or three days in ad- 
vance. That’s all. Even then the 
reliability of the prediction de- 
creases progressively after the 
first day. Forecasts three to seven 
days in advance must be issued 
in less specific terms, and are 
ordinarily restricted to a state- 
ment that the temperature 
should be higher or lower than 
normal. 


For periods of one week to 
one month in advance the aver- 
age temperature and precipita- 
tion for the period can be com- 
pared with the norm for that 
period with some skill. But the 
present status of meteorology 
does not permit a forecaster to 
specify, day by day variations 
in the weather more than one 
week in advance. 


The position of the American 
Meteorological Society is that 
individuals or organizations that 
publish forecasts for conditions 
more than one month in advance 
mislead the public, if they do 


‘ not clearly describe the forecasts 


as experimental and of unpro- 
ven value. 


Now we offer a long-range 
forecast—not on the weather, 
but on the amateur forecasts. We 
predict four months in advance 
that despite the American Me- 
teorological Society, about next 
November amateurs will start 
saying, “They say we're going to 
have a rough winter this year.” 
Or, “They say it will be warm 
and unhealthy.” Or, “We'll pay 
now for all the heat we got last 
summer.” QOr, “Fellow up in 
Granby (or Winsted, or Sims- 
bury, or Glastonbury) says the 
ducks have got unusually long 
bills this year, That means more 
snow than we've ever seen” 


One of the unerring earmarks 
of the amateur and untrained 
prophet is that he is never both- 
ered by facts or previous re- 
cords.—-Hartford Courant.

available,” reported Dr. Bagnall. 
Out of 125 patients, he said, 
chloroquine helped 70 per cent. 
In a third of them the disease 
is completely arrested, 


Six months to a year are need- 
ed before chloroquine reduces 
swelling of the joints. But, more 
important, it also reduces the 
general inflammation of the 
body. This has led Dr. Bagnall 
to believe that unlike the corti- 
sone derivatives (until now, the 
major  anti-arthritis weapons) 
chloroquine “acts on the disease 
itself. Rheumatoid arthritis af- 
fects every cell in the body, even 
though it manifests itself, under 
the strain of day-to-day living, 
by swelling and stiffening of the 
joints. I believe that, in some 
way, chloroquine gradually re- 
stores normal cell functioning.” 

“Chloroquine is not a com- 
plete cure,” Drv Bagnall empha- 
sized. “Just as we cannot expect 
a cure for ulcers, we cannot ex- 
pect a single final answer to 
rheumatoid arthritis.” 

Until the chloroquine takes 
hold, the Canadian specialist 
prescribes the cortisone deriva- 
tives “to avert immediate crip- 
pling.” After a few. months, how- 
ever, these often induce drastie 
reactions—ulcers, diabetes, kid- 
ney ailments. The reaction 16 
chloroquine is rarely more than 
a skin rash or a touch of sea- 
sickness. The cost of the two 
drugs differs just as radically. 
Some cortisone derivatives run 
about $1.75 a day. Chloroquine 
costs about 10 cents per pill.— 
From Newsweek.

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How Mother Used 
To Make Butter 


When you see a quaint country 
character, usually a sad little 
woman with ingrown perplexities, 
jerking a broom handle contrap- 
tion up 'n’ down, the director of 
the dramatic effort then in pres- 
@niation is not necessarily dem- 
onstrating that ,these people 
make their own butter ~—- he is 
telling us that the action takes 
place outside the city limits and 
in an earlier era. He could just 
as well have a moose blat, or 
lightning arrester cables slapping 
the clapboards in a high wind, 
but custom has developed the 
churn as an unalterable essen- 
tict 

The sad character might be 
popping corn, or paring the last 
of the apples, or straightening 
secondhand shingle nails, but 
custom leads us to conclude that 
the dasher churn is what country 
people turn to when they cogitate 
inwardly on their woes and no 
reliable T.V. play can do with- 
out it. 


One can sensibly ask, “Why 
the churn?” For making butter is 
never an integral part of the 
program, and has no essential 
meaning within the dialog. Clas- 
sical unities, as laid down by all 


authorities from Aristotle on, sug-- 


gest that a churn, if it appears, 
should then be followed by some 
business which forwards the in- 
culcations of the plot. Seeing a 
churn, which the sad character is 
belaboring, one has the right to 
assume that shortly butter ‘will 
figure in some important way in 
the sequences. It is & critical fact 
that inthe past 25 . dramatic 
churnings I have witnessed, they 
never made any butter, and but- 
ter never got mentioned. I have 
come to believe that none of these 
stage churns has any cream in 
it anyway. 


I suppose it would be wasted 
time, at this late date, to tell in 
a general way how butter was 
made. Cream was accumulated 
preferably from a butterfat-type 
cow like a Jersey, and while it 
was still sweet Mother would 
warm it to the proper tempera- 
ture and insert it in the churn, 
You could make butter all right 
from cream that was just a little 
bit older than sweet, which is 
why a great many people say 
they never liked “dairy” butter. 
Cream that was too old made. 
muscular butter. 


You could get much the same 
unfortunate effect by neglecting 
to wash the butter thoroughly 
after it was ‘churned — and if 
you got butter that was made 
from elderly cream and didn't 
get washed enough you would 
notice it right away. But if the 
cream was sweet and the butter 
got properly washed and salted, 
there never was a creamery but. 
ter yet to touch it. 


I can't remember, offhand, 
what the temperature was. It 
was sort-of room temperature, 
but theré was leeway enough so 
a woman could guess at it. You 
could churn cold cream until 
your eyes fell out and your arms 
fell off, and still have cream. 
And it wouldn't stand being het 
too much, But with the tempera- 
ture right, butter. would come 
fairly soon, and without too 
much stress and strain, 


I can't remember that Mother 
ever turned the crank except on 


. the tail end to corroborate our 


insistence that the butter had 
“come.” This Was when the fatty 
globules separated from the 


watery, or buttermilk, part and 
adhered to each other ‘to make 
chunks. If it felt to her that it 
had come enough, she dismissed 
us and took over the gathering 
and washing. She pounded and 
patted and turned and folded, 
and added a little salt at a time, 
and eventually formed it in pat- 
ties and dabs. We had some 
molds, but unless you planned

to sell butter it was just as use- 
ful in patties. 


I think most of the great dram- 
atic churners, troubled emotion- 
ally with insoluble problems, de- 
picting their inner passions — if 
they were really churners — 
would work it as Mother did. She 
loaded the churn and said, 
“There, now ... keep it moving.” 
As she rolled pie dough and wash- 
ed cookie tins and pecled pota- 
toes she kept one ear on the 
churn, and if whichever of us was 
on duty missed a revolution she 
mentioned it. I always felt she 
timed my turn fo: about 25 min- 
utes before a ball game, and I 
kept the crank going without the 
slightest hitch so I could get 
there in time to play. If there 
were no game, 
special to call me,,I dillydallied at 
the crank. 

My sister caught me once. She 
was churning, and she said, “Keep 
it going a minute while I rest my 
arm.” Then she went away. I was 
never ed to arranging any 
similar mean trick to get “even 
with her. She had some kind 
of a misguided fancy that the in- 
cident was funny, but I never 
did. Everybody hated to churn, 

The dasher churn, favorite of 
the tragedians, had many mech- 
anical faults. The up ’n’ down 
motion was extremely tiring, and 
after 10 minutes you would be 
changing hands every four or 
five strokes. Then the handle 
would wear in the hole, and a 
churn with any experience at all 
would be little more than a pis- 
ton that squirted cream in your 
eye, 

I think, too, that the vertical 
action of the dasher was an in- 
efficient coagulator, and much 
less effective than a splash or 
paddle churn. A very good churn 
was a smallish barrel mounted 
on a frame, and when you turned 
the crank the barrel would ro- 
tate end for end. Baffles inside 
agitated the cream and brought 
butter soon. But it took a lot of 
cream to make such a big churn 
useful, and it took strong arms 
to turn it. Our family used the 
regular round churn with a pad- 
dle wheel in it, which would take 
care of a couple of cows. When 
the cows tapered off we wouldn't 
have enough cream even for that 
churn, and sometimes butter got 
made in a bowl with an egg 
beater. 

It seems to me the chief reason 
why a rural character, depicted 
on stage and screen, would be sad 
and melancholy would be the 
lack of somebody to turn the 
crank or jerk the handle. This 
would be a thing in itself, and 
momentarily would overshadow 
any other emotional stress. Such 
a country character would be 
talking about the churn itself, 
and not about mortgages falling 
due, or family apart, or why they 
don't let Henry out of jail. Show 
me a symbolic churn, and I'll 
show you who never worked one,

Shipping Air 


By Freight 


One thing that’s free in the 
Soviet Union is air. There's lots 
of it, Too much, in fact, 
Pravda admitted recently as it 
told about a new Soviet indus- 
try that has already overfulfiill- 
ed some of Communist boss 
Khruschev'’s goals for world 
supremacy. 

Out east in. Vladivostok, it 
turned out this summer, a rail- 
road traffic manager had been 
meeting his freight quotas by 
shipping carloads of water from 
place to place with such ‘enthu- 
siasm that tank cars were occa- 
sionally frozen solid in transit 
and roadbeds washed out by “de- 
liveries.” But in the game of 
fulfilling quotas, he was an ama- 
teur compared with the opera- 
tors of the new industry — 
shipping air by railroad freight. 
Soviet rail wages are computed 
on the volume of shipments.

Some years ago, the Soviet 
railroads began using large 
crates for shipment so that 


mechanized loading would save 
money. These became “very 
popular” on a number of rail 
lines, according to Pravada’s re- 
port from V. Ocheretin, an em- 
ployee of the Sverdlovsk ter- 
minal on the eastern slope of 
the Urals. In the last ten years, 
the number of such crates in 
use has multiplied 35- times. 


Many of them, however have 
been loaded with air. A check 
of waybills on the Sverdlovsk 
Jjine showed the average crate 
(total capacity unspecified) con- 
tained 688 pounds of air, Oche- 
retin said, and one had 1,760 
pounds of the stuff. 


“And those who transport the 
atmosphere are getting bonuses!”

The Military Parade began 
marching past the reviewing 
stand soon after two o’clock and 


continged for almost two hours. * 


Other years we have read about 
it, heard. about it and = seen 
snatches of it on T.V., but that 
was very different from seeing 
the actual performance. There 
were bands, bands, and_ still 
more bands. Each band follow- 
ed by officiers and men of vari- 
ous regiments, mostly veterans 
of past wars, even as far back as 
the Boer War.

Light Fingered 
Lady! 


Obviously she was a‘ lady, 
poised and patrician. She lived 
she introduced as 
niece, a fetching and bright 
young. blonde. At one time or 
another she had five new. cars, 
including a pink Lincoln. She 
had two avecations: She work- 
ed, though she really didn’t 
need to, and she raised cocker 
spaniels. ((She owned 50 cock- 
ers, including Rise and Shine, 
the 1954-“Best in Show” dog at 
the nation’s snazziest dog show, 
the Westminster Kennel Club’s.) 

She called herself Mrs. Janet 
K. Gray, 

Mrs. Gray was office manager 
for a group of doctors who 
operate a private clinic. One 
day, one of the doctors decided 
that) he was short in his office 
checking account. 

When investigators went look- 
for Mrs. Gray, she had fled. She 
had left town, said witnesses, 
leading a spectacular  four- 
vehicle caravan in the pink Lin- 
coln, and with her went most 
of her furnishings (in two fur- 
niture vans), all’ the cockers, 
and her niece driving another 
car. 

It wasn’t hard to trace this 
caravan as Mrs. Gray moved 
across the South, but she be- 
gan to drop off her more con- 
spicuous items — like the vans 
— as she went and finally, in 
Oklahoma, she vanished. 


By then, investigators learned 
she had taken $100,000 from the 
doctors, and the FBI was called 
in. If Mrs. Gray had seemed 
to have an extravagant life in 
Atlanta, the true story of her 
life, as the FBI disclosed it, was 
extravagant beyond the imag-~- 
ination of most mortals. 

She was born in Tientsin, 
China, in 1906, the daughter of 
British parents, and her real 
name was Margaret McGlashan. 
By 1935, she was in the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone, working for a 
Chinese rug company. There she 
met and married a man named 
Jasper W. Burton, and had a 
daughter by him. This daugh- 
ter — Sheila Joy Burton — wa

Mrs. McGlashan-Burton-Gray 
(she accumulated 22 known 
aliases) first came to the atten- 
tion of.authorities as one of the 
world’s \_great swindlers in 
Honolulu in 1939. She had been 
transferred there by her com- 
pany and she achieved a_tri- 
umph that most crime experts 
said was impossible: She suc- 
ceeded in defrauding a Chinese 
rug merchant. 

Mrs. Burton had taken the 
precaution of leaving Honolulu 
exactly eleven days before the 
indictment was handed down. 

The FBI record from then on 
speaks for itself: 

Mrs. Burton was arrested by 
Los. Angeles police in July 1939 
for the Honolulu. rap, but extra- 
dition was denied. 

In February 1950, a warrant 
was issued for her arrest in Los 


Angeles on six counts of theft, 


but she had disappeared. 
Vancouver police charged her 
with the theft of $5,000 in May 
of 1950, but by the time the 
charge was made she had again 
noved on. . 
In 1953, she moved out of San 


Antonio, Texas, hours ahead of 
a Federal warrant for the inter- 
st.te tranportation of stolen 
property. . 

The FBI next picked up her 
trail in Norfolk, Va. 

“At the time of her sudden de- 


_parture in November 1954,” said 


the official FBI report, “a war- 
rant was filed by the doctor who 
was her empfoyer charging her 
with the larceny of $2,000 in 
connection with cash she had 
not deposited to the doctor’s 
bank account.” 

Last month the FBI arrested 
Mrs. Burton and daughter in 
Tulsa — where Mrs. Burton was 
back in her old stand working 
in a doctor's office. The recep- 
tionist recognized her from a 
newspaper picture. Both moth- 
er and daughter were held in 
bonds totaling $40,000. — From 
NEWSWEEK.

The society reporter of one of 
the most respected and authori- 
tative English newspapers, re- 
porting on the great reception 
and garden party given at Buck- 


* Ingham Palace in honor of the 


American Bar Association, ex- 
plained an unusual develop- 
ment in the following words: 
“In addition to the normal 
Palace garden party menu, ‘hot 


. dogs’ and ‘wimpeys’ — slices of 


fresh meat sausages seasoned 
with tomato ketchup and French 
mustard and placed in circular 
sweet buns — were served.” 


If we rush in where Angles 
and Saxons usually fear to tread 
it is only because the paragraph, 
having behind it such a weight 
ef authority, if uncorrected 
would almost certainly give 
those who have not themselves 
met hot dogs and hamburgers a 
rather false impression of them 
and might even set society at 
odds against itself. 


It simply will not do if the 
impression is allowed to gain 
ground in one section of the 
community that American foed 
consists of one fresh meat 
@ausages seasoned with tomato 
ketchup and French mustard 
and placed in circular sweet 
buns and called either “hot 
dogs” or “wimpeys.” 


For it was a delightful gesture 


to serve American snacks at the 
garden party. It was all that 
was needed to naturalize both 
the hot dog and the hamburger 
ever here officially. And our 
agent at the Palace reception re- 
ports that the snacks served so 
hospitably to 5,000 members of 
the Bar Association and théir 
wives were, in his, judgement, 
both quite traditional ana cor- 
rect, except that they were suit- 
ably scaled down in size. 

On social occasions in Eng- 
land when, for instante, sand- 
wiches are served, the sand- 
wiches are properly made of 
delicate slices of bread and are 
eut to an area of two or three 
square inches. One does not 
serve doorsteps nine square 
inches in surface area. And so 
on this occasion a nice English 
compromise was made and the 
hot dogs were what you might 
call “petits chiens,” like petits 
fours, whole sausages in minia- 
ture between small rolls. The 
wimpeys were “bébéburgers.” 
Perhaps Britain has made a con- 
tribution thereby to the Atlan- 
tic way of life and may expand 
for Americans their own rather 


atatic concept of hot dogs and - 


hamburgers. 


This concept, however,. in its 
own way and its own turn is 
already making a contribution 
to the British way of life. 

Personally I am not yet much 
ef a hot-dog man — I still winch 
slightly when I see them sell- 
ing hot dogs almost secretly 
round the corner behind the

There are hamburger restau- 
rants around Piccadilly and the 
Strand as well. American visi- 
tors often eannot get seats there 
for all the English fanburgers 
who crowd in. Even in the coun- 
try, local butchers begin to un- 
derstand about ground beef for 
hamburgers. This columnist was 
recently asked to broadcast 
about them on a_ nationwide 
hook-up and explain the barbe- 
cue. 

The hamburger and the hot 
dog in fact have arrived. In 
some places it may not yet have 
been appreciated that the true 
hot dog requires a particular 
type of sausage and should not 
be made with the common or 
Cambridge “banger,” but if it 
mfatters it will come in time. 

Of the many inventions credit- 
ed to American natural sciences 
these two, the hot dog and the 
hamburger, are doing as much 
as any other to foster mutual 
appreciation and international 
understanding.

the chicken Tommy and Dick 
don’t have to!”

hadn't time or we couldn't af- 


ford it—but why must they do 
little chores when Tommy and 


“Pek didn’t have to? For us that 


was a ff@eh harder question to 
answer. Of course our children 
never had too much to do—they 
had plenty of time to play—at 
simple pleasures, which, to my 
way of thinking always were, 
and still are, far better for grow- 
ing children than trips to con- 
gested areas. That is, for child- 
ren living on a farm, Those who 
live in thickly populated. areas 
naturally want to get away from 
it all.

Sort of a busman’s 
agricultural program is known to 
young fellow, speaking on an 
holiday, I suppose. When a 
have a genuine farm background 
one is inclined to have a little

—and certainly. George Atkins’ 
background is genuine enough 
right from the time when he 
was an active leader in the 
Junior Farmer’s movement. It 
is nice to be around long enough 
to watch these young boys grow 
up and develop, marry and raise 
fathilies of their own. The Atkins 
Orchards have a good reputation 
too. In all the time Lhave bought

Jewel Of Israel 


Il have been told that the Sha 
of Galilee is often whipped to a 
rage by angry winds and, in- 
deed, there is New Testament 
evidence for such statements, 
but I have never’seen this lovely 
sea other than calm and silvery 
in the sunshine. And nowhere 
in Israel have I experienced so 
strongly the feeling. of being-in 
the places made sacred for 
Christians by “the stories of 
Christ’s presence there. Other 
people have told me that they, 
too, felt when they were there 
that He had walked those hills 
and on that shore. 

Galilee is a lovely name but 
the Hebrew name, Kinneret, at- 
tracts me, too. It is derived from 
a word meaning harp and the 
outline of the sea has. that shape, 
The sea is also sometimes refer- 
red to as the Lake Tiberias and 
the Lake Gennesaret. . . 

Travelling down from Safad 
to Capernaum on the shore of 
Galilee involves quite a drop, 
for the sea is six hundred and 
eighty-two feet below the-Medi- 
terranean level and the Way 
goes, sometimes. very steeply, 
through the mountainous coun- 
try that surrounds it. Long be- 
he reached it, I glimpsed the 
sea below, intensely blue, as the 
road twisted and turned. ... 

Some distance from the ruins 
of Capernaum stands the Church 
of the Multiplication ot the 
Loaves and Fishes. It has no 
particular merit as a building 
except that, erected where it is, 
it protects the beautiful mosiac 
floor which is all that -remains 
of a fifth century church. .. It 
is a lovely floor. Considering the 
area it covers, little has been 
lost through the ages. The all- 
over designs of birds, trees and 
flowers, little temples and towers 
remind me rather to my sur- 
prise of a willow pattern plate; 
I had been far away from such 
everyday things as I made 
*sketches of herons, flamingoes 
and peacocks outlined in tiny 
black stones at my feet. 

Capernaum, a place of some 
importance in those days, | is 
where Christ was living’ when 
he began the three years of His 
ministry by teaching in the syna- 
gogue. Here, too, He healed the 
centurion’s servant; for. the 
town was a seat of Roman gov- 
ernment and had a garrison. . 

I moved farther round the 
shore of Galilee to Genesaret 
where Christ landed from the 
fishing boat after He had walked 


on the water, and Peter, ee 
faith, had to be rescued... . 
continued my way southward te 
Tiberias, the capital of Galilee, 
What a delightful drive that Is; 
several times I stopped to admire 
the sight of snowy Hermon away 
to the north or to sit on the 
grassy slopes at the sea’s edge 
and revel in the warm air, the 
glitter of the’ water—and the 
silence, particularly the silence. 
Il drove away from Tiberias 
by the road that passes through 
the new suburb of Kiryat She- 
muel. Its modern houses and 
hotels are beginning to spread 
up the side of the hill that 
towers above the old town and 
Galillee. When I reached the 
notice board marking the Med- 
iterranean sea level’ I looked 
down into the valley. Galilee 
gleamed silvery blue in an eme« 
rald setting — undoubtedly the 
jewel of Israel.—From “Land of 
Promise,” by Lewis Barten. 
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To restore beauty’ to a varn- 
ished floor, add a small amount 
of kerosene to the warm, soapy 
wash water.

The English Inns of Court, 

lished six hundred years 
constitute a legal univer- 
for the 


law ‘but become en- 
or are already engaged, 
other walks of life. Practic- 
barristers have the sole 
right of audience in the superior 
@ourts of justice, and it is from 
é@mong them that the judges are 
eelected. In England, solicitors, 
who greatly outnumber the bar- 
eisters, form a distinct and sep- 
arate branch of the legal pro- 
fession, and it is they who pre- 
pare the briefs for the barristers 
and deal with the multifarious 
day-tosday duties of a lawyer's 
effice. 


There are four Inns of Court 
~Lincoln’s Inn, Gray's Inn, The 
Middle Temple, and The Inner 
Temple. All are of equal status 
and can be regarded as separate 
colleges of the legal university. 
Each is governed by a council 
whose members are called Mas-° 
ters of the Bench (or benchers). 
It is the benchers who admit 
students, direct the course of 
gtudies through their represen- 
tatives on the Council of Legal 
Zducation, and deal with all 
matters of discipline and con- 
duct at the bar. 

Before a student can be “call- 
ed” he must “keep terms” by 
dining in the hall 4of his inn. 
This is a traditional custom go- 
ing backito the days when law 
was taught after dinner at the 
finn, mainly by means of moots, 
which have, of course, in more 
-recent days been: cultivated en- 
thusiastically in Harvard and 
other universities in the United 
Btates. The title “Reader” is 
atill retained for the rank next 
to the treasurer, who is the fore- 
most bencher of the inn, but the 
reader no longer teaches law. In 
bygone days the readers were 
obliged to provide a feast cost- 
ing around $3,000 during their 
year of office, and those bench- 
ers who declined the honor on 
account of the expense were 
heavily fined. 

Many of those visiting London 
take the opportunity of seeing 
the halls of the Inns of Court, 
which are noted for their archi- 
tectural interest and are, of 
course, steeped in glorious trad- 
itions. At one time the inns 
were seats of learning to which 
many of the nobility sent their 
@hildren not so much to study 
law as to acquire fine manners 
and for the formation of char- 
acter through the strict disci- 
pline of the inns. Singing and 
dancing were taught, and plays 
and masques were produced on 
special occasions. Of the plays

performed at the inns, Shakes- 
peare’s “Comedy of Errors” was 
acted in Gray’s Inn Hall in 1594 
and his “Twelfth Night” in The 
Middle. Temple Hall in 1601. 
Shakespeare himself was, in 
fact, well acquainted with the 
inns. 


Queen Elizabeth I took a great 
deal of interest in the entertain- 
ments. In 1634 a masque pro- 
duced as an expression of loy- 
alty to Charles I cost $63,000. 
which in those days was a con- 


siderable sum to spend on a sin- | 


gle entertainment. Though in 
late days the’ masques were dis- 
continued, they were revived 
last year when a masque was 
produced for Queen Elizabeth 
Il in Grays Inn Hall, writes R. 
Arthur ts in the Christian 
Scienic Monitor. 


Of the great writers of the 
past, Francis Bacon spent most 
of his life at his beloved Gray’s 
Inn and was the guiding spirit 
in the period of its greatest re- 
nown. Lincoln’s Inn was the 
academy of Thomas Babington 
Macaulay and Edward Bulwer 
Lytton. The Middle Temple can 
lay claim to Henry Fielding, 
John Evelyn, William Congreve, 
and William Makepeace Thack- 
eray. The Inner Temple has its 
illustrious: sons in the persons 
of William Wycherley, Henry 
Hallam, and James Boswell. All 
these writers qualified as law- 
yers, and though Charles Dick- 
ens was never called to the bar 
he was admitted as a student at 
The Middle Temple, and other 
literary giants such as Samuel 
Johnson and Charles Lamb

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Digging Deep Into 
Canada’s Past 


Archaeologists have been mak- 
ing some significant discoveries 
in western Canada this summer. 
Their finds may throw new light 

. on the area’s prehitsoric period, 
the customs and adornments of 
early day Indians. 

Oldest evidence of human 
habitation in British Columbia 
was uncovered by Dr. C. E. 
Borden, a University of British 
Columbia Archaeologist, on the 
east bank of the Fraser River 
northwest of Yale. Precise age 
of the Yale site cannot be de- 
termined until charcoal there 
has been tested for radioactivity, 
but calculations indicate that the 
sands in which postholes from a 
house built thete by Indians was 
laid down when the’Fraser River 
was 50 feet higher than it * 
today. 

Two years ago. similar evi- 
dence of Indian lodges was 
found at Locarna Beach near 
Vancouver, and it was dated by 
radioactivity of charcoal fire ash 
at about 500 B.C. The Yale dis- 
covery is believed to predate 
Locarno’s. 

A great deal of waste material 
from making implements was 
found in the Yale sands, and 
several scrapers and arrowheads 
were turned up. Dr. Borden says 
the discovery is particularly im- 
portant, because a sheer face 
mearly 20 feet deep has been ex- 
posed, providing a picture of 
Indian habitation up to the 
modern era. s 

“We should be able to trace a 
long story there,” said Dr, Bor- 
by a sterile strip of sedimentary 
den. “It is an ideal setup. Each 
era is sealed off from the next 
by a sterile strip of sedimentary 
deposits. 

What is described ‘as the most 
remarkable archaeological dis- 
covery of all time in British 
Columbia was unearthed recent- 
ly by university students on the 
Fraser River delta. It was the 
2,000-year-old skeleton of a 
large male native Indian wear- 
ing a hand-beaten copper breast- 
plate. The figure was found 
buried with a hawk and weasel 
in a midden at Beach Grove, 


close to the United States 
boundary. 
Dr. Borden also participated 


in this discovery and he said 
that study of the mind would 
“break through new frontiers of 
archaeology in this province, al~ 
ready regarded ag the keystone 
of this field in North America.” 

“What makes it significant is 
the copper breastplate,” said Dr. 
Borden. “It is our first discovery 
of copper artifacts in systematic 


digging. Copper has been found 
here before, but we have never 
known exactly where it was 
found. 

“The wealth of the Indian is 
also indicated by the breastplate. 
It may now be possible to link

Another discovery, this one in 
Alberta, pushed back the cur- 
tain of time by thusands of years. 
It was made recently at Vilna, 
about 100 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton. Dr. R. 8S. MeNeish, 
senior archaeologist at the Na~ 
tional Museum at Ottawa, identi- 
fied an arrowhead found at 
Vilna as a Clovis point, one of 
the oldest ever to be unearthed 
in Canada. 


Existence of this arrowhead 
is accepted as additional evi- 
dence that man first came to 
North America from Asia by 
way of the Bering Straits and 
Alaska. At the time the Vilna 
arrowhead was made the ice age 
probably was receding, and 
scientists speculate that an open 
corridor existed through what is 


Clovis points have been found 


in the United States in a line 
extending south along the east- 
ern flanks of the Rockies. From 
radioactivity tests on mastodon 
pones as well as on the bones 
of a long-extinct species of buf- 
falo, authorities have been able 
to set the age of the points up- 
wards of 18,000 years.
